Examine Entire Cabin 


"Today, every inch of the cabin 


will be examined," said Capt. John 
H. Ayers, head of the bureau 
of 


missing persons. "We will look for 
fingerprints; nothing will be passed 
up. 


The research squad combed the 


cabin with brushes and tweezers and 
filled test tubes with samples 
of 


rust, dust, lint and wood in an ef- 
fort to find some stray clue to the 
disappearance of the woman lawyer. 
The samples will be put to four sep- 
arate chemical tests for blood. 


Miss Sally Tufverson, sister of the 


missing woman, who believes Agnes 
was murdered, watched the squad 
work under searchlights in the op- 
pressive heat. She shuddered as she 
looked at the porthole, large enough 
for a human body in its entirety or 
in grisly hacked-up sections to be 
dropped through

waters of the Atlantic, and shivered

often before, coming from Great Britain, France and other debt 
defaulters. 


The only amusing thing about it, if there can be anything 


amusing about a debt default, is the way in which France and 
Great Britain are screaming and threatening over the German 
default. 
This shows that European statesmen, no matter how 


clever they may be, are sadty lacking in a sense of humor. The 
British and French defaulted on their debt to the United States, 
giving many reasons why they thought they were unable to pay. 
They were at a loss to understand why we could not accept 
their explanation of the situation. 
But when another nation 


defaults, and the default hits Great Britain and France, as well 
as the United States, screams of anguish which could be heard 
in the high heavens go up from Paris and London. 


And London and Paris are now stating that they will com- 


pel Germany to pay. 
Great Britain is arranging to seize Ger- 


man accounts in Great Britain and to use other measures to off- 
set the defaults and France is preparing to follow suit. 
But if 


Uncle Sam were to adopt harsh methods in an effort to collect 
what1 the'European nations owe him, there would be gnashing 
of teeth and cries of "Shylock" from every defaulting capital 
in Europe. 
Even our own internationalists would join in the 


chorus. 


It ispf course none of our business what measures' Great 


Britain and France use to protect themselves against the Ger- 
man default. 
They are entitled, of course, to get what they can. 


But how about Uncle Sam? 
Our administration at Washington 


has taken a bold and determined verbal stand against debt can- 
cellation. 
But merely going on record to say that the debtor 


nations ought to pay us, and then relapsing into international 
slumber will not help much, although our position will help some 
because it will teach us not to lend money abroad to warring 
nations again. 


But we should at least examine with interest the methods 


now used by Great Britain and France to collect from Germany. 
Maybe we can get on .to some method of getting a little on our 
own account.

DEPRESSION'S COST 


No situation or set of conditions is too difficult for statisticians to 


attack. 


Among the latest productions of those who liku to tell it with figures 


is an itemized statement of the cost of the depression to the nation. 
It 


comes from experts on the national industrial conference board. 


According to these, lost wages, profits and investments, amounted 


during the three years from 1930 to 1933, to the staggering sum of $108,- 
000,000,000. 
The loss to employees, in wages and salaries, was placed at 


$37,000,000,000. 
Persons in business for themselves lost $47,400,000,000 -in 


rents, royalties, interest and dividends, while individual proprietors and 
corporations suffered'a capital business loss of $23,200,000,000. 


There is, of course, no way of determining accurately the depres- 


sion's cost to the country. 
The estimates prepared by the conference 


board may or may not come somewhere near the correct figures. 


These are not required, though, to impress upon the public the dis- 


astrous nature of the industrial crash. 
There probably are few homes 


or individuals in the entire nation that did not feel, to some extent, the 
effect of the depression. 


It is futile to attempt to reduce the latter to figures. 
What 
the 


nation is interested in now is the rapidity of the return to.normal con- 
ditions. 
Figures bearing on this have a real interest.. The people are 


more intent on looking ahead than in glancing backward.

ADD 100,000 TO U. S. PAYROLLS 


More than one hundred thousand new employes have been added to 


the payrolls of. the executive departments under the New Deal and the 
number is steadily increasing every month. 


A c areful checkup has ascertained that at the end of April, the last 


available figures of which have just been made public, there were 644,000 
civil employes. 
These did not include those employed in the .legislative 


and Judicial branches of the government and the 1,200 intermittent em- 
ployes of the War Department. 
A year ago the total was 541.000. • Of 


the 644,000, there are 83,850 employed in.the Dirtrict of Columbia in the 
executive departments, an increase in a year of more than 8,000. 
The re- 


mainder of the increase are distributed in field work throughout the 
country. 


The big increase in the grand total is, of course, caused 
by 
the 


agencies of the New Deal. 
Thus 5,995 are employed in Emergency Con- 


servation, under the War Department, 5,976 in the same work under the 
Interior Department, 12,954 in similar tasks under the Agricultural De- 
partment, 4,553 under the A.A.A., 7,678 under the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration, 8,173 under the Tennessee Valley Authority, 3,579 under the Pub- 
lic Works Administration, 3,684 under the N.R.A., and 13,789 under the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation. 
The Veterans Bureau now employs 


31,887 and the R.F.C. 3,202. 
Together with the Army and Navy, the 


total number of persons employed by the Government is over 1,000,000. 


And beyond these are the millions receiving government relief in one 


form or another from the Administration, which has adopted the policy 
of spending many billions to develop purchasing power. 
It is estimated 


that as the result of this policy the national debt will rise next year to 
between 833,000,000,000 and $36,000,000,000, with the probability that it 
•will be much nearer the latter figure. 
If the latter figure should be 


reached, the Government of the United States would have spent In two 
years more than its total expenditure from the inauguration of Wash- 
ington in 1789 to its entrance Into the World War in April 1917.

DEPRESSION’S COST 


No situation or set of conditions is too difficult for statisticians to 
attack. 
Among the latest productions of those who like to tell it with figures 
is an itemized statement of the cost of the depression to the nation. 
It 
comes from experts on the national industrial conference board. 
According to these, lost wages, profits and investments, amounted 
during the three years from 1930 to 1933, to the staggering sum of $108,- 
000.000.000. 
The loss to employees, in wages and salaries, was placed at 
$37,000,000.000. 
Persons in business for themselves lost $47,400,000,000 n 
rents, royalties, interest and dividends, while individual proprietors and 
corporations suffered a capital business loss of $23,200,000,000. 
There is, of course, no way of determining accurately the depres- ; 
fcion s cost to the country. 
The estimates prepared by the conference 
board may or may not come somewhere near the correct figures. 
These are not required, though, to impress upon the public the dis­ 
astrous nature of the industrial crash. 
There probably are few homes 
or individuals in the entire nation that did not feel, to some extent, the 
effect of the depression. 
It Is futile to attempt to reduce the latter to figures. 
What 
the 
nation is interested in now is the rapidity of thp return to normal con­ 
ditions. 
Figures bearing on this have a real interest. 
The people are 
more intent on looking ahead than in glancing backward. 


ADD 100,000 TO U. S. PAYROLLS 


More than one hundred thou»sand new employes have been added to 
the payrolls of the executive departments under the New Deal and the j 
number is steadily increasing every month. 
A c areful checkup has ascertained that at the end of April, the la st; 
available figures of which have just been made public, there were 644.000 
civil employes. 
These did not include those employed in the legislative 
and judicial branches of the government and the 1,200 intermittent em- I 
ployes of the War Department. 
A year ago the total was 541,000. 
Of f 
the 644.000, there are 83.850 employed in.the District of Columbia in the i 
executive departments, an increase in a year of more than 8,000. 
The re­ 
mainder of the increase are distributed in field work throughout the 
country. 
The big increase in the grand total Is, of course, cau»sed 
by 
the 
agencies of the New Deal. 
Thus 5,995 are employed in Emergency Con­ 
servation, under the War Department, 5.976 in the same work under the 
Interior Department, 12.954 in similar tasks under the Agricultural De­ 
partment, 4.553 under the A.A.A., 7,678 under the Farm Credit Adminis­ 
tration, 9,173 under the Tennessee Valley Authority, 3,579 under the Pub­ 
lic Works Administration, 3,684 under the N.R.A., and 13,789 under the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation. 
The Veterans Bureau now employs 
31,887 and the R.F.C. 3.202. 
Together with the Army and Navy, the 
total number of persons employed by the Government is over 1,000,000. 
And beyond these are the millions receiving government relief in one 
lorm or another from the Administration, which has adopted the policy 
of spending many billions to develop purchasing power. 
It is estimated 
that as the result of this policy the national debt will rise next year to 
between $33.000,000,000 and $36,000,000.000, with the probability that it 
will be much nearer the latter figure. 
If the latter figure should be 
reached, the Government of the United States would have spent in two 
years more than its total expenditure from the inauguration of Wash­ 
ington in 1789 to its entrance into the World War in April 1917.
